The sanctioned posts und cach grade as detailed above 
have been apportioned betwe the Travancore and Cochin 
branches in ille proportion ofle total number of permanent 
plus 50 per cent of the tomory posts under corresponding 
grades which czisted on 1-1-19 in either branch . 

Prior to the reorganisatiof the Department there were 
3 grades of Preventive Office and 4 grades of Guards in 
Travancore and 2 grades of ventive Oficers and 3 grades 
of Guards in Cochin . In fixinie quota of places as ociween 
Travancore and Cochin , the pes in the cadre of III grade 
Preventive Oficers have been igacil only to the Travancora 
personnel in that grade, as ti is no corresponding grade in 
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Cachin . The III and IV grade Guards of Travancore 
and the 
H1 grade of Cochin have ben considered 
to be under the same 
group .

The posts in the sevel grades thus allotted to either 
branch were filled up in acordance with the seniority list of 
officers in the respective braches as it stood on 1-7-1949 with 
ont disturbing the then exting seniority. Promotions or 
reversions ordered after 1-1949 have not been taken into 
account. 

In preparing the integ:ted gradation list in each grade 
the pay of the officers concered has been taken as the criterion 
for fixing relative seniorit: as in the case of higher grade 
officers of the Department. I grade Preventive Officers of 
Cochin who were drawing R 35 have been given seniority over 
the I grade Preventive Offic s of Travancore on Rs. 28 plus 2 
(temporary increase of pa , II grade ventive Officers of 
Cochin on Rs. 30 over Il gra: Preventive Officers of Travancore 
on Rs. 25 plus 2 and III.gra, Preventive Officers of Travancore 
above the I grade Guards Cochin . In Cochin there were 
3 grades of Guards on Rs. Rs. 22 and Rs. 20 and in Travan 
core 4 grades of Guards omasic pay of Rs. 20. The I grade 
Guards of Cochin have bee given seniority over the 1 grade 
Guards of Travancore, the grade Guards of Cochin over the 
I grade Guards of Travai re and the III grade Guards of 
Cochin over the III grade at IV grade Guards of Travancore, 
The officiating III grade Gues of Cochin without any substan 
tive place have been assigd rank below all the permanent 
III and IV grade Guards of Ivancore and the S.P.T. IV grade 
Guards of Travancore belonhe officiating III grade Guards of 
Cochin , 

After giving the full sta of permanent posts to either 
branch as stated above, on 26-1952 there were 14 , I grade 
Guards of Travancore, 39 I. 
defunct IV grade Guards of avancore who have to be treated 
2x supernumeraries. These : pernumeraries have been posted

against temporary places in the respective grades in the 
Department. 

The remaining temporary places and other duty vacancies 
in the several grades on 26-6-1952 were filled up by officiating 
hands in each grade, if available , on the basis of seniority list 
of officiating hands in each grade as on 1-7-1949, or by promo 
tion of the senior most in the combined list in the lower grades 
subject to the qualifications prescribed for appointment to each 
grade . 

The personnel transferred to the Central Excise and Salt 
Departments on a permanent basis on 1-4-1950 have not been 
included in the integrated list. The licn of persons who are 
permanent in the Excise Department but now working in other 
permanent Departments are also suspended . 

A copy of the gradation list will be supplied to every Head 
of Office in the Excise Department for publication for the infor 
mation of the subordinates under him . Aggrieved persons, 
if any, may present appcal petitions to the Board within a . 
month of the publication of the list in the Gazette. Petitions 
questioning any of the accepted principles of integration which 
have been followed in preparing the lists will not be entertained .
